in which, if the result of the test check is negative, ^ each component (22 to 30) is 
modified and the test check procedure is repeated, with the modified characteristic component 
quality values being used as the characteristic component quality values. 
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2. (Amended) The method as claimed in claim 1 , characteriz e d in that wherein the 
characteristic product quality values are determined from the possibly modified characteristic 
component quality values using a m e thod of an evaluation, wife the evaluation including at 
least one of empirical estimating m e thods , mathematical models and simulation m e thods 
pref e rably b e ing us e d as m e thods of evaluation . 

3. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, characterized in 
that claim 1, wherein the current characteristic product quality values are determined by direct 
measuring and/or testing on the product. 

4. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
that claim 1, wherein the components are hardware components (22, 2 4 , 26) and/or software 
components (28, 30) . 

5. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
that claim 1. wherein characteristic quality variables of possibl e manufacturers of the individual 
compon e nts (22 to 30) ar e also tak e n into consid e ration components are considered in the 
definition of the components (22 to 30) . 

6. (Amended) The method as claimed in claim 5, charact e riz e d in that th e wherein 
performance capability, the commercial situation and/or fee quality of manufactured products are 
assessed to establish the characteristic quality variables of a manufacturer. 

7. (Amended) The method as claimed in claim 6, charact e rized in feat wherein fee 
assessment is carri e d out with th e aid of performed using a questionnaire, which also contains 
includes information on the established characteristic product quality values , in that it is also 
tak e n into consid e ration to what e xt e nt th e r e ar e possibiliti e s for t e sts which adequately 
d e monstrate that the established characteristic product quality valu e s ar e m e t .

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9. (Amended) The method as claimed in claim 8, charact e riz e d in that 5, wherein the 
manufacturer surrenders to ^ a commissioning agent documentation on the determined 
characteristic component quality values and/or characteristic product quality values and allows 
sueh the documentation to be passed on to third parties , in particular to final custom e rs . 

10. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of claims 5 to 9, charact e riz e d in that th e 
possibl e claim 5, wherein the m anufacturer of the component (22 to 30) names at least one 
contact who will be available during the determination of characteristic product quality values 
and, if n ee d b e , at least provide support for the determination of the characteristic product quality 
values in subsequent testing and modification of the componen t(22 to 30) . 

1 1 . (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of claims 1 to 10> charact e rized in that it is 
tok e n into consid e ration claim U wherein during the definition of the components (22 to 30) 
and/or when establishing the possible manufacturers there is consideration that there are at least 
two manufacturers who can manufacture the respective componen t(22 to 30) . 

12. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
that th e product (20) claim 1. wherein the product includes components (22 to 30) which have 
been manufactured by at least two manufacturers, and in that a manufacturer responsible for 
meeting the established characteristic product quaUty values is established. 

13. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
that all claim 1, wherein the determined characteristic quality values are confirmed by an 
accredited test laboratory. 

14. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
that it is contractually agr ee d claim 1^ wherein contractual agreement is made with the 
manufacturers of the respective component (22 to 30) that the estabUshed characteristic product 
quality values will be met and/or characteristic component quality values which arise for the 
respective component fi'om the characteristic product quality values will be met. 
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1 5. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
titet -ciaim 1, wherein if it is determined that the individual components satisfy the 
established characteristic product quality values and that the components do not influence 
one anothen the characteristic product quality values are not determined by direct measurement 
'and/or testing if it is not only th e cas e that th e individual compon e nts (72 to 78) satisfy th e 
e stablish e d charact e riGtic product quality valu e s but it is also unlik e ly that th e compon e nts (72 to 
78) will influ e nc e on e anoth e r . 

16. (Amended) The method as claimed in one of the pr e c e ding claims, charact e riz e d in 
feat claim 1^ wherein the characteristic sales values take into consideration the target market, 
intended sales countries and/or possible customers. 

17. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e ceding claims, characteriz e d in 
that a component (22 to 30), in particular a subassembly, contains claim 1, wherein a 
component, includes a number of subcomponents. 

1 8. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e pr e c e ding claims, charact e rized in 
featj claim 1, wherein when establishing the characteristic quality values, characteristic values 
for CE marking, for UL approval, for NEBS approval, coimtry-specific standards, in particular 
on e arthquak e saf e ty, on the permissible fire load and on electromagnetic compatibility, and/or 
special customer requirements (14) for characteristic quaUty values are taken into consideration. 

1 9. (Amended) The method as claimed in on e of th e prec e ding claims, charact e rized in 
feat claim 1^ wherein the characteristic product quality values determined and/or arising for the 
product firom the characteristic component quality values are archived and/or certificates 
showing that the characteristic product quality values are met are produced.
